Thovsaada of Them Afloat I» On* 
Pact of tbe 'World and Another. 
j 


"Take them the world around," said a ' 


piano manufacturer, "and I guess you [ 
find in use thousand* of pianos afloat. ! 
You will find them on oce.!« steaij^rs in 
the passenger trade everywhere aud on 
steamboats in inland waters. 
Yon will 


find them on merchant sailing vessels, 
ships aud barks, and in the spacious cab- 
ins of the big modem schooners. 


"If, for instance, you happened to find 


lying in South street a ship whose master 
carried his tnfc with him on his voyages, 
you would find in the cabin, very likely, 
a piano. Here, with the vessel tied up 
and in still water, you might see standing 
on the piano a vase of flowers. You 
would scarcely see the flowers there when 
the vessel was rolling in a seaway, bdt 
yon might, if you were aboard, bear the 
piano played under the equator or off 
Cape Horn, and the vase of flowers would 
reappear when the vessel was once more 
lying securely in port. 


"And then there are lots of pianos in 


these days on yachts, both steam and sell; 
the greater number, naturally, on steam 
yachts. 


"The pianos carried at sea are common- 


ly uprights, and most commonly small 
uprights, space being taken into consid- 
eration on almost any vessel, however 
large. Pianos for yachts are often built 
to order, to fit into some jog or space in 
the vessel's cabin. 


"The life of a piano carried at sea is 


comparatively .short; it is scarcely likely 
to preserve iti original quality more than 
five years, even though it was a good 
piano to start with. Carried at sea the 
piano is subjected to severer triajs than, it 
eorld possibly be anywhere else. It is 
subjected constantly to tho influence of 
dampness and to changes of climate and 
temperature. 


"Pianos may be bought for sea use out 


of the regular stock. Those made to or- 
der for sea use are made with details of 
their construction especially adapted to 
that use. Tbe iteel pins, for instance, 
that the wires are stretched on are nickel 
plated to prevent them from rusting, ami 
with tbe same purpose brass screws are 
used where they can ba in place of «teel 
screws. 
Sometimes we rivet the ivory 


tops of the keys cud tbe ivory tips on the 
ends to the body ot the key. Even with 
the best and roost falthfni construction 
these Ivory coverings on the keys are lia- 
ble to curl np at sea.'*—New York Sun.

All of the Seven Hundred Paoeugers 


Aboard Rescued by Launches- 
Steamer Armenia Lies a Hopeless 
Wreck Off the Port of St. John 


South Norwalk, Conn., July 1,— 


Seven hundred employes of the John W. 
Green hat factory left Daiibury Satur- 
day for an excursion ti Glen Island, the 
steamer Mohawk being chartered for 
tfce trip. After spending the day on the 
island the party boarded the steamer 
for the return trip at about 5 o'clock. 


The steamer had been under way 


about 10 minutes when the excursion- 
ists were startled by a tremendous 
crash. It was thought at first that the 
boilers had blown up. 
It was soon 


known, however, that the ship had 
struck a rock, and was in danger of sink- 
ing at any moment. A panic then fol- 
lowed, during which every one of the 700 
passengers on board scrambled for the 
life preservers. 


Mrs. fUcuard Volt, wbo was a pas- 


senger on the steamer, nfakes the state- 
ment that men fought the women who 
had. life preservers and buckled them 
about their own bodies. In tbe crush 
which followed tbe announcement that 
the steamer TV as sinking, women and 
children were knocked "down and 
trampled upon. 
On6 child had an arm 


broken, and another was picked up 
seriously injured about the body. 


During this excitement the steamer 


had been steadily sinking, aud 10 miiv 
utes after tbe crash tie first deck waa 
submerged. The stairways and ladders 
to the upper decks were by this time 
Jammed with a struggling mass of 
panic-stricken men and women, and sev- 
eral Jumped overboard. 


Three launches, which were near by 


when the accident occurred, had by this 
time nearly reached the disabled steam- 
er. They immediately went to the res- 
cue of the passengers who Jumped over- 
board. 
They were quickly taken 


aboard, none the worse for their expe- 
rience, with the exception of Mrs. Jo- 
seph Searles, who was picked up In a 
state of exhaustion and carried back to 
Glen Island in. a critical condition. 


The passengers on the second deck 


were by this time in nearly as bad a 
predicament as their fellow excursion- 
lets on tbe first deck had been a short 
time before. 
The water was Just be- 


glnningto wash over the deck when tbe 
excursion steamer Myndert Steam ar- 
rived from the island and took onboard 
the remaining passengers. 


The party was taken to Norwalk by 


the Stearn, from which city they went 
by train to Daubury. 


Wreck of tne Armenia

to our industries means that as a na- 
tion we must take our share in tho 
policing of the world. That is what 
we are now doing through our army in 
the 
Phllipnines, and when we com- 


pare the oxtent of territory there, the 
number and character of the people In 
this city and the size of the police 
force in this city, we may gain new 
light on the situation. 


The Un'ted States must ultimately 


extend the Monroe policy to the world, 
and in addition topreventing inter- 
ference with South American republics 
by foreign powers must see that these 
republics do not interfere with eacn 
other.

Some of tlie SKstonjjf

much Interested In the question of a 
hospital for the treatment of conta- 
gious diseases, their attention having 
been freshly called to the subject by 
an Incident that occurred this week. 
An old veteran, traveling through the 
city, was taken sick and was unable 
to proceed on his way. He consulted a 
physician, who, after a rather cursory 
examination, considered him to be suf- 
fering with what would develop (into 
AH abscees on the side and had the 
rjan taken to the'hospital. As the dis- 
ease developed and a more careful ex- 
amination was made, it \vas found 
that the trouble was erysipelas, ona 
cf the most dreaded 
diseases that 


could have been taken to the hospital, 
and the patieiit ffaa^promptly moved 
to the city farmi Tfils happening led 
led to some agitation In favor of a 
hospital 
for 
contagious 
diseases, 


though no formal action has 
been 


taken. The occasional need of such a 
place is apparent^ but the people of tli<" 
city have had sO^much to do to build 
up and maintain the present hospital 
that they have hadlittletimetoconsider 
the other, which is not needed all of 
the time, but Is badly needed when 
reeded at all. The expenses of the 
regular hospital are constantly increas 
ing; as its work continues to grow, 
and the people hardly feel like putting 
their hands in their pockets for an- 
other just at this time. But, according 
to the doctors, the cost of such a 
building as they say is needed would 
not be great, while the expense of 
maintenance would vary according to 
the demands upon it. Ther& would be 
much of the time when it would not 
be needed, but there are cases now 
and then which call for such a place, 
and In all probability one will have to 
be provided In th« near future, as a 
state law makes it obligatory upon 
cities to maintain such a hospital when 
called on by the state board of health 
to do so. North Adams has not yet re- 
ceived such an order, the state board 
evidently realized that the city has 
taken long strides in the last few 
years in the interest 
of the public 


health, and is doing even more in this 
direction than the average small city. 


It is believed, however, that a build- 


Ing that would answer the purpose 
could be erected at a cost not to exceed 
$1000, and those 
favoring the step 


think the interest account would not 
be rnoro than the expense trat will be 
incurred 
In caring for contagious 


cases In other ways, while the work 
would be much better done in a build- 
ing designed and maintained especi- 
ally for the purpose. No Ia4d would 
have to be bought, as there is ample 
room on the hospital 
grounds, and 


whenever it is decided to erect such a 
building, it will undoubtedly be lo- 
cated not far from the present hospi- 
tal. While the general public does not 
yet consider the need "of such an In- 
stitution especially pressing, it is well 
to be thinking about It, for without 
doubt it is one of the things that will 
have to come with 
the continued 


growth of the city. Accepting the ar- 
guments of the doctors as to the ne- 
cessity of such an 
adjunct to our 


facilities for caring for the sick, and 
with this week's Incident fresh in 
mind, it may be permissable to sug- 
gest that until & place for contagious 
cases is provided, too much care can- 
not be taken In diagnosing the cases 
of applicants for admission to the 
regular hospital.

That Cncle Sam E«t«b- 


lUh One at Spplnjifleia, Muni. 


Captain John T, Thomas, stationed 


gt the national armory at Springfield, 
Mass., has proposed, according to n. 
Washington dispatch to the New York 
Evening Journal, tlie establishment of 
a school for armorers in this country. 


Captain Thomas last year visited the 


school for armorers at tyege, Belgium, 
and has been giving a good deal of 
study to tbe subject of a similar insti- 
tution In which to train young Amer- 
icans to become expert in gtmmaking, 
so that tbey can fill responsible posi- 
tions before tbey become old. 


Tbe work done in tie tcbool would be 


largely of a practical nature, but some 
theoretical work would be introduced. 
Tbe expense of the school would be 
borne by tbe various email arms com- 
panies, and Ifcore would be no charge 
made to the pupils.

AN ENGINEERING CAMP. 


I* 


llBl-renttr Court*. 


"tiolng to school outdoors" has re-i 


'cent!/ become a popular feature of 
modern edaoation. and that It is also a 
permanent feature may be gathered 
from the fact tbnt Harvard university 
bas tills summer established a camp of 
engineering among tbe bills of New 
Hampshire upon a tract of wild land 
bought especially for tbis purpose. At 
this outpost of the university 94 young 
men from tbe Lawrence 
Scientific 


school are now living in tents and for 
eight hours a day are doing the practi- 
cal work of surveyors and railroad en- 
gineers. 


The reservation, which will hence- 


forth be known as tbe Harvard Engi- 
neering camp, consists of 400 acres in 
tbe township of Moultonboro, on the 
shore of Snuam lake, once a favorite 
camp ground for tbe Canadian Indiana 
on their way to attack tbe early set- 
tlers of New England. The camp itself 
is not far from tlie foot of Red bill, fa- 
mous among geologists for its record of 
ancient times, and from tbe reservation 
it is possible to tramp 20 miles inland 
without finding a human habitation. 
Squam lake, immortalized by Whittier, 
la remarkable for its romantic beauty 
and its encircling peaks, above wbich 
Cbocorua stands majestic. 


The Instruction given during the 


three summer months at the camp has 
tbis year been made a part of the regu- 
lar course of the engineering depart- 
ment of tbe university. In fact, through 
tbe efforts of Professor I. N. nollis, it 
has been decided to transfer to the res- 
ervation all the instruction ID sun-ey- 
ing, geodesy and railroad engineering. 
Although the young engineers are this 
year sleeping in tents, permanent camp 
buildings are being erected which will 
provide accommodations for 100 stu- 
dents. Tbe field work, wbicb begins 
with elementary surveying and trian- 
gulation, includes also tbe more diffi- 
cult problems of railroad construction, 
and in a few years the surrounding 
wilderness will be covered with a net- 
work of imaginary lines wblcb succes- 
sive classes of students have surveyed- ,

HEADS FOR FIGURES. 


'«AT6 OP MENTAL ARITHMETIC THAT 


PUZZLED THE SCIENTISTS.

raist on All Other Subject*. Who 
Could Solve Offhand DHHnv.lt Prob.

Jededinh Button, an English farm la- 


borer, was an untaught mathematical 
genius. 
Although his grandfather was j 


vicar and his father schoolmaster of tha 
parish in which he was born, yet Jede- 
diah, either from natural incapacity or 
from preoccupation with his arithmetical 
pursuits, never even acquired the rudi- 
ments of learnin, either could not or 
would not so much as learn to write and 
was content to work as a farm laborer to 
the end of his days. But at a very early 
age, he appear* to have had an intuitive 
perception of the relative proportions of 
numbers, and to this subject he devoted 
the whole of his attention. His method 
was so much his own that he seems to 
have been quite unacquainted with the 
common rule*,. On one occasion, having 
been required to multiply 456 by 378 auj 
having done it a% quickly as one of hla 
examiners could do it in the ordinary 
way, he was asked to work the sum and!' 
bly, in order that his method might be 
discovered. It then appeared, curiously 
enough, that he went to work in a very 
roundabout way. 


First he multiplied the 456 by 5, which 


produced 2,280; this he again multiplied 
by 20 and found the product to be 45,600, 
Of course, he might much more readily 
have achieved this result by simply add- j 
ins two naughts to the multiplicand. 
This he evidently did not know. How-' , 
ever, he next went oa to multiply the 
number be had now arrived at by 3, ' 
•which gave him the sum of the multipli- 
cand multiplied by 300, and it then re- ' 
cioiced lor him to multiply it by the re- j 
maining 78. Tbis be effected by the 
awkward process of multiplying by 13 
the 2,280, which was the product obtain- 
ed by his first multiplication of 450 by 5. 
The product thnto obtained be then added 
to the 130,800, which was the sum of 45fl 
multiplied by 80Q. This produced 171,- 
000 as the sum of 458 multiplied by 375. 
It remained for him, therefore, to multi- 
ply tlie original number again by 3 and 
add the sum of it to 171,000. And by 
this certainly rather cnmbrons process he 
found tbe product of 456 multiplied by 
878 to be 172,388. 


Jedediah had no more general knowl- 


edge than any average peasant boy of 10 
years of age and sliowed no memory fot 
anything but figures. He was sometimes 
asked when he returned from church if 
he could repeat the text or any part ot 
the sermon, but he could never remember 
•A single sentence. In 1754, when he wai 
47 years of age, Jedediah walked to Lon- 
don to see the king. He was, entertained 
and exhibited to the R.oVal society, but he 
left London without a'regret and return- 
ed cheerfully to his farm work. 


Another untaught arithmetical genius, 


Zerah Colburn, whose abnormal develop- 
ment raises an interesting problem, was 
the son of an American peasant. He was 
•brought to London by his father In 1812, 
when 8 years old, when he was examined 
and his peculiar powers.were tested by 
Francis Daily and other skillful mathe- 
maticians. It was fonnd that although 
he was so ignorant of the ordinary rules 
ct arithmetic that he could not perform 
on paper a simple sum in multiplication 
or division, yet he could mentally mul- 
tiply any number'less than 10 into it- 
self successively nine times and give the 
results faster than the person appointed 
to record them coold tfike -them down. 
He multiplied 8' into itself IIS tunes, or, 
to use technical terms, raised it to tha 
sixteenth power, and the result, consist- 
ing of 15 digits, was fonnd to be right In 
every 
figure. 
This was astonishing 


enough, but he was able to do things even 
more wonderful. When asked what num- 
ber multiplied by itself gave J06.C29, h« 
answered, before the original nunlbcr 
could be written down, that it was 327. 
And, 
again, when asked what nnmbci 


multiplied twice into itself gave 68,- 
830,125, or, to put it technically, what 
was the cube root of that array of .figures, 
be replied with equal facility and prompt- 
ness that it was 645. The mathematical 
experts who were examining the boy 
found that it was impossible to find the 
cnbe root of these nine figures, in the 
shortest and most convenient way, in lesj 
than three or four minutes. 


But what most surprised the mathema- 


ticians was that ho could almost as read- 
ily answer questions for which they had 
not been able to provide any systematic 
procedure themselves. For instance, lit 
was asked to name two numbers whichi 
multiplied together, would give the num- 
ber 247.483. and he inynediately named 
941 and 263, which are said to be the 
only two numbers which will do so. And 
when asked to name a number which 
would divide 30,053 exactly he unhesitat- 
ingly replied that no number would do 
BO. If any of our mathematically mind- 
ed readers will address themselves to this 
problem, they will find that it will give 
them at least a quarter of an hour's still 
calculation before they can assure them- 
.selves that 30,083 is what is called a 
prime number, or a number only divisible 
by itself and unity, a solution which this 
child was in some mysterious way able 
to see immediately the question was pro- 
posed to him. 


Colbnrn, like Bnxton, seems to have 


had a method of his own, but he con 
elantly declared that he did not know 
how the answers came into bis mind. 
"God 
put these things into my head," he 


said on being pressed for an explanation, 
"and 
I cannot put them into yours." Jed 


ediah lived to the age of G5 with no men 
general knowledge or stock of ideas thai. 
a child of 10. and he kept bis extraordi 
nary calculating faculty to the end. But 
Zerah, the general culture of his mino 
Improved, found his special power lc 
fade away. Francis Bally was of opin 
Ion that Zerah Colburn's feats indicated 
the existence of certain properties ol 
numbers which mathematicians had noi 
yet discovered. But it is perhaps equallj 
possible that they indicated capacities nl 
the human mind which bad hitherte 
fcen undreamed of.—London Globe.

REUC OF THE REVOLUTION 


Exposition 
Manager* 


Want to Secure Janper'* Fl»«. 


Toe managers of the Charleston ex- 


position have solicited the aid of Lord 
Panncefote. the British ambassador at 
Washington, and Mr. Choate, the Amer- 
ican ambassador at London, to secure 
the flag of the famous Revolutionary 
Sergeant Jasper, which Is reported to 
be- In 4he^Tower of London, says 
the Chicago Record-Herald. Nobody, 
however, seems to know anything 
about it. There is no reference to-|t in 
the guidebooks, which contain long 
lists of trophies, and it is exceedingly 
doubtful if there is to the Tower of 
London or anywhere else in Great 
Britain more than one flag captured in 
battle from forces of the United States. 
The only one I have ever seen bangs 
over the tomb of Edward Phillips! in 
the cathedral at Chester, and the label 
records that it was "captnred at the 
battle of Bunker Hill." It is rudely 
made, about four feet long and two 
feet in width, with only eight or ten 
etripes and about as many stars. I 
once, ascertained by inquiry that it 
was presented to the Chester cathedral 
by an officer of the army of that coun- 
ty who served on the British side dur- 
ing the Revolutionary war an.d was 
placed over the tomb of Mr. Pbillipsl 
because be was one of the most prom- 
inent Tories in the American colonies. 


In Ramsey's "History of the Revolu- 


tion," page 156, is a footnote describ- 
ing the gallant conduct of Sergeant 
Jasper at the battle of Fort Moullrie, 
when be seized the colors from the 
band of Lieutenant Hume as the latter 
fell wounded and planted them upon 
the ramparts of the fort "In doing 
BO," 
the note says, "be received a 


wound which terminated in death; 
but, the retreat being ordered, he 
brought off the colors with him. These 
were taken at the fan of Charleston 
and are said to be now in the Tower 
of London." 


Jasper received his death wound at 


the battle of Savannah and not at the 
battle of Fort Monltrle, and the state- 
ment that his colors are In the Tower 
of London may be equally inaccurate.

pupils of No tie Dame school was op- 
ened at the school building: Saturday 
evening, and was open all day yes- 
terday and today.

Some of the work of the preparatory 
grade consists of pasting pictures on 
paper and describing them in writing, 
and much of this has been very nicely 
done. 


The w ork of the 6th, 7th, Stb and 9th 


grades is shown in one room and 
much of this -would be difficult to ex- 
cel by children of their ages, which are 
from 14 to 16 years. 
The maps of 


states and countries are in many easel t 
so perfect that they look like prints, 
the drawings of animals and other ob- 
jects give evidence of much talent in 
many cases. The exhibition in all its de 
partments is highly creditable to the 
school. It was visited by many people 
yesterday and all were greatly pleas- 
ed with what they saw. The school 
children were on hand in numbers and 
it -was pleasing- to see them stand in 
fj-ont of their own work and explain it 
to the -visitors. 
They were 
proud, 


and justly so, of ivhat they had done, 
and the day was one of special inter- 
est to the people of the parish. 


The sciicci was opened In 1890 in the 


basement of the church 
and 
was 


moved into the present commodious 
school building four years ago. There 
are now 900 pupils enrolled, and the 
avalrage attendance is 750. One of 
the drawings to be seen Is a large and 
excellent picture of the school .wise, 
done in colors. 
This is the work of 


Aurore JVheureux. The exhibit is- well 
Worth seeing and Is open to the pub- 
lic. French and English are taught in 
the school, and both languages are 
used in the samples of work. Book- 
keeping; ana 
typewriting are also 


taught. All interested in educational 
work will do well to visit the school 
building before the exhibition closes.

Joseph's hall all day yesterday of 
work done by the pupils of the paro- 
chial school, and this was much ad- 
mired by the large number of people 
who attended . The specimens shown 
Included work from all grades of the 
school, the kindergarten not excepted. 
There were specimens of sewing, paint 
ing and nature study illustrated, geom 
etrical forms, paper weaving, 
paper 


cutting, etf., 
from the primary de- 


partment, with higher grades of work 
from the upper grades. It was all 
practical work taken from what has 
been done regularly 
m 
the school, 


and there were also samples showing 
the results of the monthly examina- 
tions. There were many excellent out- 
line maps, and the specimens of pen- 
manship, drawings and the various 
other kinds of \vork were highly in- 
teresting and well calculated to give 
visitors a good idea of what is being 
done by the school. The exhibit was 
practically the same as 
has been 


given in previous years ana was very 
satisfactory to the parents of the pu- 
pils- and all -who are interested in the 
school. The school now numbers 750 
pupils and 19 teachers, and is doing 
excellent work in all departments.
